II • CAREER 

Sub ject was a career officer in. *'orld War I and rcse from 
'his initial rank of lieutenant to caotain during the war. After 
his discharge he became an export merchaiit and opened his own ' 
business in Berlin in 1922, fie expor+;ed mainly aeronautical 
equipment to all pE.rts of the world, until 193^* vrhen.the depression 
forced him into bentaruptcy. Being a personal friend of PCing 
Carol II of Bumania and a shrewd businessman, Source used his 
connection to become, once again, economically independent. In

c The information ma,terial consisted in total of press releases 
and radio reports from Germany's allies, the neutral countries, and 
enemy cowtries. The most valuable material, was derived from 
intercepted telegrams from enemy or neutral sources. The telegrams' 
were decinhered in a special department of the Au si and sabtei Irujg, 
which was "Off Limits" to all unauthorized t>ersonnel. The decipher- 
ed telegrams and radiograms i/ere classified "Top Secret" and went 
directly to the chief of the Auslandsabteilung. In addition, the 
d^artment also received numerous reports of apolitical and. 
military nature from reliahle informa.nts in foreign countries. 

Ac fax as Source knows, the deuartment did not have its own agents 
in foreign countries. 

B» Organization 

The Auslandsabteilung, headed by Kapitaen ,zur See (later 
Admiral) consisted, of five groups: 

Group I ; Political section 

Group II ; Administrative section 

Group III : .Ground warfare section 

Group IV ; Sea warfare section 
,0roi:q) V ; International laws section 

Each of these groups was headed by a section chief and his 
staff. These section chiefs had a daily briefing vrith the Ab- 
teilungschef . The political section gave a briefing on the 
political situation to all officers of the Abteilung from time 
to time. 

The Auslandsabteilung, although under the same departmental 
chief as the three Abwehr Abtei lung en , was totally different in 
Its oiganization and functions. 
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Operational Value 

Having been ip contact either directly or inc.irectly vrith 
njost of the officers of the AuslanAsabteilung, Source believes , 
that bhe department was grossly ineffective^ ?he officers, often 
reserve officers who hod returned to the arity because they had 
been unsuccessful in civilian life, were for the most part too 
old and inexroerienced in their particular Jobs. Cooperation . 
between, the foreign office and the department was extremely poor . - 
The reports from foreign countries, often not the actual facts, 
but rather the opinions of certain informants or V-^Leute, arrived 
at irregular intervals and usually very late. Nevertheless, it 
was necessary that the OK^’J receive direct information on foreign 
politics, without being- dependent upon the foreign office. (It 
must be mentioned that above statements do not necessarily re- 
present true facts, but rather the opinion of Source. See also

A* Degcription 

The Sender stab H*’SK. was a special department org^ized to 
procure all materials essential to both the Axis and the Allied 
power's/ by breaking the blockade and buying these matertals from 
foreign markets. In order to keep essential materials from the 
Allies ^Germany would often buy such materials without intending 
to use or even to transport them to Gerjnany. The department was 
headed by Admiral GROSS, vmo wa,s directly responsible only to the 
the; OIGv\ 

In order to be able to buy, ra ate rial a on foreign markets, the 
department had to procure foreign currencies* therefore, repre- 
sentatives were sent out to make connections with bankers and big 
businessmen in foreign co*untries* In charge of the procurement of 
foreign currencies was Oberstleutnant KAYSER, who, in the course 
of his acitivites, became comected with a number of disreputable 
characters. His methods were so effective, hov/eyer, that he was 
ed3le to carry out ^11 orders from above. In 19^3 he* was suddenly 
arrested for reasons unknown to Source, tried by a court martial, 
degraded, and sentenced to jail-o 

KAYSER 'bcd in his employ a raerchant by the name of von 
HBTTZENSTERi- , v/ho resided in Italy. This man v;as arrested and 
sentenced to jail in Spain in 19^3 because of illegal transac- 
tions in foreign currencies,' 

The department also had a representative in Paris, an Oberst- 
leutnant Geheimrat BDDEHSiEII'T, who lived in the Hotel Clenidge;
